The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 



Claims 26-27, 34 and 36 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 26: Claim 26 depends from claim 19 and recites "fourth receiving means", 
although claim 19 only recites first and second receiving means. 

Claim 27: Depends on claim 26. 

Claim 34: Claim 34 depends from claims 3 1 and 28 and recites a "second identifying 
means", although there is no "first identifying means" in either claims 3 1 or 28. 

Claim 36: Claim 36 depends from claims 34, 31 and 28 and recites "second providing 
means", although there is no "first providing means" in claims 34, 3 1 or 28. 

Claims 26-27, 34 and 36 would be allowed if amended to overcome the grounds of 
rejection under 35 USC 1 12, second paragraph. 

Claims 1-25, 28-33, 35 and 37-54 are allowed.
